_ The study, the purpose of which 
is to analyze primarily this ad-

priming,” will be made by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Henry Mor- 
genthau Jr. , Chairman Marriner C. 
Eccles of the Federal Reserve 
Board, Budget Director Daniel W. 
Bell, and Chairman Frederic A. 
Delano of the National Resources 
Committee. Morgenthau is chair- 
man. 

One of. the first surveys initiat- 
ed by the group, it was learned.

Federal Court Takes Suit 


Under Advisement; De-| 


cision in 6 Weeks Seen. 


A three-judge federal court heard 
pral argument today on constitu- 
tionality of the bituminous coal 
ect and took the question under 
advisement. A decision is not ex- 
pected for about six weeks. 

Technically, the argument was 
on the National Bituminous Coal 
Commission's motion to dismiss a 
petition by the city of Atlanta at- 
tacking the act's validity and ask- 
ing an injunction against estab- 
lishment of minimum prices by the 
commission. | 

Attorneys for the city said the 
fixing of minimum prices higher 
than those for which Atlanta has 
been buying coal from a Kentucky 
company would cause “irrepar- 
able injury” to the city and would 
be unconstitutional because it in- 
terfered with the city’s exercise of 
its essential functions. 

Since the act gave the commis- 


sion no authority to make excep-| 


in minimum price require- 
ments for state or other local gov- 
ernments, they argued, the city’s 
rights could not be protected even 
if the commission heard its pro- 
test. 

John A. McIntire, one of the 
city’s attorneys, said the commis- 
sion was “the first government 
agency which is an effective rep- 
resentative of producing interests 
in an effort to rehabilitate the in- 
dustry under the guise of regu- 
lating interstate commerce.” 

J. C. Murphy, assistant city at- 
torney of Atlanta, told the court 
that not only interstate commerce, 
but the right of the city to make 
contracts was involved. The com- 
mission, he said, limited contracts 
to a 30-day period until minimum 
prices were announced. 

“In Georgia we can’t make a 
legal contract unless we have suf- 
ficient money to fulfill it,” he said, 
“and obviously we can't know how 
much we'll need to buy coal until 
we know what the prices are 
to be. xg

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NO CAUSE FOR SURPRISE 

There should be no surprise in the United 
States at the Japanese reply to the note, sent 
by this government on October 6, in protest 
against “unwarranted interference” with Amer- 
ican rights and interests in China. 

Tokyo has simply informed Washington that, 
since Japan has conquered a large portion of 
Chinese territory, old conditions no longer exist, 
earlier treaties and pledges are binding no 
more and Japan intends to dictate under what 
terms any Occidental nation may trade with 
China, if at all. | 

It is a stiff rejection of the American con- 
tentions and, apparently, leaves this country, 
and the rest of the western world, exactly 
where it was before in regard to future China 
development or exploitation. That is, on the 
outside. The “open door” has been closed and, 
in future, will be open alone to Japan, which 
has put on a new lock and retained the only 
key for herself. 

Regardless of loss to Amerioan business in- 
terests and other probable inconveniences to 
United States citizens, it must be conceded that 
the Japanese have logic on their side of the 
argument, whether or not they may truthfully 
. invoke justice. 

For instance, when the Japanese say that 
the nine-power treaty of 1922 is abrogated, they 
are stating a self-evident fact. That treaty, 
with both the United States and Japan among 
its signatories, guaranteed China's territorial 
integrity and independence. No one save a 
moron would contend today that China's terri- 
tory has not been lodted from her, none would 
argue that, for the majority of Chinese and 
their lands, independence is a thing of the past. 
True, the Chinese loyalists may yet destroy the 
Japanese armies, by the long process of guerilla 
war attrition, but as things stand today China’s 
territory has been swallowed by the Japanese 
and their independence has been wiped out. 

The 1922 treaty is, most emphatically, 
abrogated. 

Japan has, to all intents and purposes, es- 
tablished herself as the sole dictator of Asia 
and the East. She has forcefully demarked her 
own “zone of influence” and the United States, 
and the rest of the outside world, is firmly told 
to stay out. 

It would be the best possible policy for this 
country to concur in that situation, to stay out 
of a section of the globe where she is not wanted 
and to confine her own activities to her own 
zone of influence, the two American continents. 
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BUREAUCRATIC INCONSISTENCIES 

Permits to build pipe lines traversing several 
states recently have been applied for before the 
Federal Power Commission under provisions of 
the Federal Power Act of 1935. The pipe lines 
are for the purpose of conducting natural gas 
for domestic and industrial use. 

Among the intervening petitioners in the 
scheduled hearings on the applications is the 
National Bituminous Coal Commission. The 
coal commission has taken the position the 
power commission should consider what effect 
the construction of the proposed natural gas 
pipe lines will have upon persons engaged in 
the business of producing and distributing coal 
—a competing fuel—before issuing the permits. 

The intervention in the cases serves to Iil- 
lustrate some of the difficulties of economic 
adjustment likely to be encountered in regulat- 
ing and controlling business. No matter how 
urgent, or how economically worth while the 
need for the service may be, the powerful coal 
commission could very easily block the granting 
of permits to build the lines. 

The inconsistency lies in the fact that the 
coal commission has remained tight-lipped with 
regard to the number of coal miners and other 
workers thrown out of jobs as a resul* of federal, 
as well as federal subsidized, hydroelectric 
projects. The commission had a much stronger 
case against the widespread development of 
hydroelectric projects, not only because coal 
miners have been thrown out of work as a re- 
sult of this development, but because steam 
plants burning coal often produce electric cur- 
rent more economically, and could therefore 
sell electric service cheaper.

SECRETARY WALLACE’S SPEECH 

The main theme of the address delivered by 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace to 
Georgia farmers at. Macon last Thursday, was 
“retain the federal farm program if you want 
to save your economic lives.” 

The secretary’s phrase, of course, was not 
new. There has always been—and still is— 
considerable doubt in the minds of many pro- 
ducers of cotton, tobacco and other farm prod- 
ucts, as to the wisdom of a restricted produc- 
tion. Nevertheless, the plan will probably con- 
tinue to find support among Georgia farmers, 
although the saving of their economic lives, it 
is felt, is gradually becoming an annual event, 
rather than a permanent solution of their dif- 
ficulties. 

While no fault is to be found with the sin- 
cerity of the secretary’s plea to continue the 
plan, there is a modicum of weariness in the 
Similar yearly reiteration that although “the 
price of cotton this year was not as good as in 
the years from 1933 to 1937, still, it was twice 
as good as in 1932.” Mr. Wallace should re- 
member the farmers are not unmindful of the 
fact that cotton growing didn’t begin in 1932: 
There were many genuinely prosperous years 
prior to that time under strictly private agri- 
cultural methods. 

On the other hand, it is frankly admitted 
that production control seems essential under 
prevailing conditions if fairly high prices— 
temporary and artificial though they be—are 
to continue to be the only goal sought. But, 
looking beyond the temporary phase, as most 
farmers of the south have been doing of late, 
foreign markets for cotton, which formerly 
played such a large part in maintaining the 
domestic price, are gradually getting farther 
and farther out of the picture. 

An English authority i:ecently commented 
that American cotton had suffered huge losses 
and continues to suffer in the markets of the 
world because of increased production else- 
where. This production has been stimulated to 
a large extent by the tendency to curtail in the 
United States. There is no hope of recapturing 
the lost ground, he maintained, but added it is 
not too late to keep from losing more. 

Unwelcome news, to be sure, because every 
lost bale in foreign trade naturally adds to the 
domestic burden. But has the principle of cut- 
ting down one bale at home, so to speak, for 
every bale lost abroad or to states west of the 
Mississippi river, and producing something in 
its place, solved the problem for Georgia farm- 
ers? 

No state has suffered more, or made as great 
a sacrifice, in trying to shift from a cotton 
economy via crop diversification. Georgia was, 
at one time, the greatest cotton producing state. 
Almost 3,000,000 bales were grown annually at 
one time. Then the movement gradually started 
westward. Texas eventually took over the dom- 
inating position. Georgia slumped to an average 
of less than 1,000,000 bales. Readjusting the 
economic life of her people to the loss of 2,000,- 
000 bales of cotton at a better average price 
than is now received has been, and still is, a 
stupendous task. It was an old problem long 
before 1932. 

The introduction of tobacco was intended 
largely as a substitute for cotton. The same 
was true of peanuts. Now, under Mr. Wallace’s 
crop control plan, even the former substitutes 
must be restricted if the farmers would save 
their economic lives. 

Of course the farmers can’t continue to go 
out of business. Something else must be found 
eventually to take the place of restricted or 
forbidden crops. There are many thoughtful 
agriculturists who maintain that Georgia 
should not, under any circumstances, give up 
another bale of cotton. She has already given 
up 2,000,000 bales! 

In any event, however, it seemingly would 
be wise to vote for crop control on December 
10. But the fact should not be lost sight of 
that the plan continues to be, more or less, a 
temporary expédient.

Resentment Over Nazi Per-| 


secutions Reflected in 


Candidate’s Defeat. 


LONDON, Nov. 
ain found evidence today in a by- 
election and in addresses by two 
cabinet members that Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain’s policy of ap- 
peasing Germany had been set 
back by the German- campaign 
against Jews. 

The Marquess of Zetland, secre- 
tary of state for India, 
John Simon, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, indicated that the ap- 
peasement plan had been impaired. 

Chamberlain's adherents were 
startled by the smashing “Popular 
Front’ defeat of a 
candidate for the house of com- 
mons in the Bridgewater constit- 
uency, traditionally a conserva- 
tive stronghold, 

Llloyd George Pleased. 

Some ascribed it to resentment 
of the man-in-the-street over Ger- 
many's anti-British press cam- 
paign and the outburst of anti- 
Semitism. The winner, Vernon 
Bartlett, an independent progres- 
sive, had opposed “the dangers of 
Prime Minister Chamberlain's for- 
eign policy.” 

Bartlett, 44-year-old foreign af- 
fairs writer and radio commenta- 
tor, defeated a conservative, P. G. 
Heathcoat-Amory, 19,540 votes to 
17,208. The Conservative party 
won by a 10,569 majority 
previous Bridgewater election. 

David Lloyd George, 
World War prime minister, tele- 
graphed Bartlett his “congratula- 
tions on a resounding victory for 
British democracy. I think it an 
historic triumph.” 

Bartlett called it a “quite defi- 
nite defeat for Chamberlain policy 
and a victory for Eden policy.” 

This was the third government 
defeat in five by-elections since 
the four-power accord at Munich. 

The Marquess of Zetland was 
the first member of the Chamber- 
lain cabinet to lay Germany's new 
anti-Semitic drive squarely at the 
door of Hitler's government. 

The Marquess said violence of 
past week in Germany had 
“rudely shaken” his hope that the 
Munich agreement would open a 
new chapter in human history. He 
addressed a national government 
rally at Torquay. 

“Stands Aghast.” 

The Marquess said the assassi- 
nation of the Nazi diplomat which 
precipitated the violence was “de- 
testable” and added: 

“But one stands aghast at the 
wholesale and vindictive retalia- 
tion agajnst thousands of innocent 
persons ’ which the German gov- 
ernment have thought fit in- 
dulge.”’ 

Sir John Simon 
Zetland’s condemnation of the 
measures against Jews “who had 
no knowledge” of the assassina- 
tion and “whose fate 
raises strong 
horror and sympathy.”
